1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach an encoder system that comprises a lossless processor having 
a prediction filter that includes a quantizer whose input is responsive to a first sample 
value of a signal input to the prediction filter, a second sample value of a signal input to 
the prediction filter at a previous sample instant, an output value of the quantizer at a 
previous sample instant; the encoder system is further preceded by a rounding 
quantizer that reduces the sampling rate of the lossless encoder whose processing path 
further comprises an autodither generator coupled to provide an input to the quantizer.
